"Personality," the speaker con- 
tinued, "is a word that I defy 
anyone to deflae." Dr. Selecman

of neighbor 


and self, which preserves its iden- 
tity in the midst 
of 
changing 
times, and which is audacious 
enough to think it can -preserve 
its identity, and outlasUrtts own 
destiny." In this connection he ex- 
plained that without electricity, 
expensive machines are still, and 
light bulbs are dark. 
"Likewise, 
personality gives 
lustre to the 
eyes, a. tenderness to the voice, 
and makes some people be felt 
where they go, and be missed 
where they are not. 
History 
In Personalities 


"If you will read the personal- 
ities or lives of great men, you 
will also read the history of the 


' epoch in which they lived," the 
speaker declared. 
Dr. 
Selecman 
explained 
that 
proper appreciation of the value 
of personality, 
will enable 
per- 
sons to set for themselves worthy 
tasks. 
"The 
thing that 
keeps 
young lives from going to pieces, 
and selling out' cheaply, is the gen- 
eral conception of their own per- 
sonal value," he went on. 
"The 
average mair' errs egregiously in 
estimation of himself, both in over- 
shooting and undershooting his 
own possibilities," Dr. Selecman 
went on. "I'll venture say 99 per- 
cent of the people need someone 
to tell them what their possibili- 


-5-11 ties are, as the unscientific . farm- 


T er does not get the best returns 


from his soil." 
Minds Not Hitting Well 
He went on: "Most people have 


eight cylinder minds, which are 
missing 
fire 
on 
all 
but 
one. 
cylinder. People are going through 
the world in a daze and oblivious 
of their own possibilites and tal- 
f-'lits. 
If you get the proper ap- 
precation of your personality co- 
lossal work will be enjoyed, in- 
stead of cheap and low rate ac- 
tivties." At this point, the speaker 
told of Robert A. Long, million- 
aire lumberman and philanthro- 
pist, who started out as "a third 
rate lumberman, multiplied him- 
self by 100, and came into his 
own." 
"If we become more courageous 
and adventurous, we can improve 
ourselves 103 percent," Dr. Selec- 
man said. 
Too Few Dreamers 
In this connection, he declared 
that we have forgotten the big- 
gest thing under the stars is the 
human being, 
and 
have over- 
shadowed it with giant material 
things. "The tragedy of the youth 
of today, is they are not ambi- 
tious enough, and there are too 
few dreamers," Dr. 
Selecman 


averred. 
"When you get a grip on your- 


self, and discover your personal- 
ity, it will become your reservoir 
of power in doing big things. 
That statement lead to the de- 
claration that there is only a 
very small margin of difference 
between success and failure. Dr.

MEET IN ANNUAL 


INSTITUTE FRIDAY 


PRESIDENT TEACHERS COL- 


LEGE DELIVERS MAIN 


OPENING ADDRESS 


That 
the 
teachers of . today 
hould be so enraptured with their 
work that they will be living ex- 
amples to their students to inspire 
them to think great thoughts, and 
to worthy things of their own vo- 
itlon, and make America, at its 
urning point, produce noteworthy 
philosophy, art and literature, like 
he Athenian empire, instead of 
veering to an unlicensed age of 
awlessness and corruption, was 
mpressed upon Navarro county 
..eachers at the open session of 
.heir two-day institute In the Car- 
negie library here Friday morning 
by Dr. A. W. Birdwell, president 
of the Stephen F. Austin State 
?eachers college, Nacogdoches. The 
other 
principal 
address of the 


morning was given by W. H. Nor- 
wood, Corsicana public school su- 
-erintendent. 


Approximately 250 teachers, 
ep- 
resenting nearly every rural school 
"n the county, were present. 
Speakers scheduled "-- the aft- 
ernoon session were D. D. Hanks, 
county superintendent; J. J. Hen- 
dricks, Kerens; Burl Bryant, of 
the state department of education, 
and W. T. Brumbelow. 
The assembly was led in the 
singing of two songs 
by Miss 
Rosa Baade, of the State Home 
music 
department, 
with 
Mrs. 


Mamie Baade Forkel as the ac- 
companist. Two chorus numbers 
by the State 
Home girls' glee 


club were next presented. The first 
selection was "I Passed by Your 
Window," and the second was a' 
medley of old tunes. The invo- 
cation-'was given by Rev. P. Mar- 
tin Baker, pastor 
of the Third 


Avenue Presbyterian 
church. 


As a preface to his talk, Mr 


Norwood 
pointed 
out 
that 382 
county children are attending the 
Corsicana high school, and gave 
a djcussion of the state law mak- 
ine these transfers nossible. At 
this point Mr. Nqrwood told of 
the excellent progress being made 
in the rural schools, and paid 
tribute to the rural school teach- 
ers. "In the past few years," he 
continued, "many 
county schools 
have become fully accredited, and 
as a result, Navarro county rates 
as one of the best counties in 
the state 
from 
the educational 


point of view." Again Mr. Nor- 
wood paid tribute to the rural 
school teachers, and attributed to 
them 
the 
responsibility of 
the 
rapid progress made in that line 
of" endeavor. 
The speaker 
further declared 
that teachers must above all please 
their patrons, as they are not 
blind as to what is going on, and 
the teachers can't fake anything 
over their patrons. You must com- 
bine the parts of your personality 
to bring out the best in boys and 
girls, Mr. Norwood further assert- 
ed. "In these times of strife, it 
behoovsB the 
teachers 
to 
offer 
greater service and develop the 
traits of a professional teacher. 
You must follow the leader, and 
play the game," he continued. 
Teachers Flentiful 


Mr. Norwood then declared that 


In these times there are plenty ot 
well qualified teachers, and it is 
the survival of the fittest, "so 
If you do not deliver the quality 
of work demanded of you, you 
can be replaced on short notice." 
The school 
superintendent then 
averred: "It is your duty to make 
students better for having been In 
your 
school, both 
scholastically 
and morally. Furthermore, it is 
your duty to get them into the 
school and keep them there, and 
to be a successful teacher, one 
must assume a missionary atti- 
tude, and not a view of personal 
aggrandizement." 


Mr. Norwood declared in conclu- 
sion: "Teach your students in such 
a way that when they are older, 
they will give to their commu- 
nities the things that It needs." 


After a brief intermission, Dr. 


A. W. Birdwell was presented. 
Dr: Blrdwell Is Heard 


The opening remarks^jand the 


first nart of his scholarly' and 
academic address were directed as 
an historical 
and 
psychological 


background, which enabled the lis- 
teners to better understand the 
later portions of the talk. 
"Business men of today are ask- 
ing if they arc getting 100 cents 
on the dollar of their investment 
in education," he declared. "So, to 
keep our jobs as teachers, wo 
must give our best to the teach- 
ing profession." Dr. Birdwell next 
told of the. present condition of 
education as related to other pro- 
fessions and businesses, and gave 
historical and psychological back- 
grounds as a further preface to 
his later remarks. 
Important Advances 


He named a multitude of im- 
portant advances made in educa- 
tion. - "Thoughtful teachers try to 
interpret subjects into life activ- 
ities, and this is one of the most 
important objectives of education 
today," Dr. Birdwell continued. He 
declared, however, that it is prob- 
lematical with what success this 
objective has been met. The speak- 
er asked the question: "Do stu- 
dents really feel the results of 
our teaching these 
thing to be 


helpful 
to them In later 
life?" 
"The result of good teaching is 
measured by the appetite for the 
subjects left with the students, 
and how they follow the teach- 
ings of those subjects in their 
later lives," ho went on. Explain- 
ing ,lhis, the speaker averred that 
if students do not love the sub- 
jects they were taught, then the 
teachers themselves are 
failures 


a,s a teacher of that subject. 


Launching into the bulk of his 
address, Dr. Birdwell said there 
aro three things a schoolmaster 
first wants to know from a pros- 
pective student: First, what is his 
chronological age; second, what is 
his achievement age, and, third, 
what is his moral age. When the 
value of these ages is determined 
and the weakest 'point is deter- 
mined, the teacher immediately 
goes to work to strength-n this 
weak point. 
Right to Develop Instincts 
, He further declared that ' 
dren have certain instincts, and 
each 
hnfl 
the right to develop 
these Into individual personalities. 
The biggest objective of educa- 
tion today, he went on, is to de- 
velop iirto people the ability to 
live decently together, but to de- 
velon certain specific characteris- 
tics that will enable them- to ap- 
ply to the group, for the group's 
betterment.

If the 
compulsory reduction law 
goes into effect and is en- 
forced — aixd .it may — that 
county will be permitted to 
plant only 123,000 acres in 
cotton next season, or only

own food and feed, in view 
of the fact that their cotton 
production is to be greatly 
decreased? And if this is 
not the case, how does Na- 
varro county propose to get 
along without the 
skilled 


leadership of a home dem- 
onstration agent? 


"The fact that it does pro- 


pose to get along without 
home demonstration work 
gives ground for a strong 
suspicion that it is the in- 
tention of the farm land- 
lords of the county to get 
along without a great many 
of their farm tenants. Is that 
suspicion justified? If the 
landlords were contemplat- 
ing providing for as many 
tenants as they used last 
year, one would think they 
would be compelled to re- 
quire those tenants to raise 
their own food so far 
as 


that is possible. And in that 
case they would nee£ the 
services of a home demon- 
stration agent. They are the 
leading rural taxpayers of 
the county and the County 
Commissioners 
would 
do 


what they wishej in the 
matter. 
The circumstance 


that the 
County , Commis- 


sioners have voted to discon- 
tinue the home demonstra- 
tion work, only one-half of 
the cost of which the county 
would have to pay, makes 
it look as though they are 
not very much concerned 
about whether their tenants 
produce their own food or 
not. 


"We are not 'picking on' 


Navarro county, for we do 
not believe it is any differ- 
ent from other cotton pro- 
ducing counties. We use it 
merely as an illustration of 
the situation, and because 
the 
action of its County 


Commissioners in abolishing 
home demonstration work 
in the county is an especial- 
ly flagrant and inexcusable 
instance of blindness to the 
situation. Navarro county is 
not a poor county. It is i*i- 
diculous to say that it can- 
not afford to pay half the 
cost of home demonstration 
work. The only conclusion 
that can be reached, there- 
fore, is-that it does not real- 
ize the true character of the 
situation it faces, nor the im- 
portance of home demon- 
stration vvork in relation to 
that situation. And believing 
that there are many other 
cotton counties in Texas in 
the same fix, \ve use Navar- 
ro county to call attention to 
all of them/'

years, according to informa- 
tion made available recent- 
ly by the Public Health Ser- 
vice. 


Comparisons 
with 
the 


year 1928, according to the 
Service, reveal small to sub- 
stantial declines in all but 
one of the eight communic- 
able diseases which are re- 
ported upon weekly to the 
Service by health 
officers 


throughout the nation. The 
one exception, poliomyelitis 
(infantile paralysis), occurs 
about once a generation and 
jts prevalence greater than 
ordinary this year is simply 
a coincidence. 


While it can hardly be 


questioned that severe eco- 
nomic distress is bound to 
lower the resistance of the 
human 
machine, 
through 


want of adequate nutrition 
if not through mental strain, 
it is not at all unlikely that 
greater care may be exer- 
cised over one's health at a 
time of depression and that 
unemployment, despite 
its 


accompanying despair, may 
have provided physical rest 
perhaps sorely needed by 
many individuals.

Ruth Nichols' monoplane caught 
fire today as she was warming 
up to take off for New York 
and she barely leaped from a win- 
dow of the cockpit in time to es- 
cape the flames. 


The aviatriix half stumbled as 


she reached the ground but me- 
chanics grabbed her and hustled 
her awa^ from the plane before 
^she was hurt. The plane was al- 
most a total loss. 


She was taxiing her Lockheed- 
Vega monoplane over the tuuf to 
warm it up when the accident 
occured. Spectators saw a burst 
of flame as gasoline poured from 
a valve, 


There were shouts from mechan- 
ics of "Cut it off!
